Both also picked 
the same character from 100 pictures I showed them. 3ut in Washington tan FBI changed 
the field reports around and made it come out that Oswald using the n... Osborne had 
this printing dons. The Report uses that language and all knew it was false. Where 
some years ago I aade xeroxes of some of this stuff I have them and enclose them. These 
are not complete. They arc usod in flawald in Hqw Orleans .Of the othern I do not have 
dupllcfit^d • 

(Bartes was in Oswald's notebook, i'he FBI did not have to oak him if the CRC was 
anti-Castro and their purpose in speaking to him is not included in this report. B-rtes 
told me in *»ew Orleans about April 1968 that he was still under federal protection. 

He also confirmed that he had flown planes for the CIA in the Congo.)
